PEG-LEGGED HEN A FIGHTER

| ltdo-Wa.!lops Fowl That Make Light

of Her Infirmity—Lays Reg-
ulation Eggs.

highest is a minor accomplishment of
a Ware hen that has a wooden leg.
The hen is of Rhode Island red stock,
and is owned by Charles F. Wilcox.
The leg was broken last spring,
when it was a pullet, by a stone from
the hand of a wanton vyouth. The
fractured support was bandaged in
splints, and the bone apparently knit,
But cold weather had a bad effect and,
a sore developing, Mr. Wilcox decided
to end the suffering of the hen.

His little daughters pleaded =0
strongly for the hen that Mr. Wilcox
spared her life and amputated the leg.
In tribute to its fortitude the hen was
christened Martyr.

“Why can’'t Martyr have a wooden
leg like other people?” inquired one
of Mr. Wilcox's daughters. Mr. Wil-
cox facetiousiy referred the suggestion
to Gilbert Girard, who declared the
idea precticable, and after taking
measurements of Martyr's right leg,
fashioned a leg from hard maple and
attached it.

The leg, which was fitted several
weeks ago, has never been removed,
and the daughters of Mr. Wilcox re-
fuse to be convinced that scales, feath-
ers and toes will not eventually ap-
pear on the artificial lee.
